of men in Grade 1 who are neces- 


sary to farm cultivation.’ | 

In Canada certificates granted 
to such men were cancelled whole- | 
sale, and the men ‘‘graded up”’ to 
the classes required for overseas 
service, and shipped off in thous- 
ands. That is the difference be- 
tween what is being done in Eng- | 
land and what has been done in 
Canada.

The following is the judgment of 
Chief Justice Harvey, who dissented 
from the judgement of the others. 

“This is an application by way of 
habeas corpus for the discharge of the) 
applicant from military custody and 
service.
